Toddlers mourned 

Deaths of two boys found in bathtub deemed homicide 


It was a call from the 
police that gave Curtis Mc¬ 
Connell the first hint that 
something had gone terri¬ 
bly wrong. 

But the call was about 
McConnell’s wife, Aliys on, 
who had been taken to 
hospital. 

It wasn’t until the pan¬ 
icked Alberta man rushed 
home to check on his two 
young boys that he found 
their bodies, apparently 
drowned in a bathtub. 

“The police didn’t know 
there were kids involved,” 
said Cara Rotenburger, a 
friend of the McConnell’s 
who spoke to Curtis after 
Monday’s tragic events in 
Millet, Alta. 


“(Curtis) got a call from 
the Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ice stating that Ally Mc¬ 
Connell was in the hospi¬ 
tal, to which he responded 
‘Where are my children?”’ 

Police told him the boys 
were with a babysitter or 
neighbour, Rotenburger 
said. Still, McConnell went 
home to check. 

“(He) went in and looked 
around for his kids. And 
they weren’t in their 
rooms or anywhere. He 
went into a bathroom that 
they don’t use and found 
his kids ... floating in a tub 
of water. He pulled them 
out and laid them out onto 
the floor and then he ran 
and got his neighbour.

firm the woman was 
Allyson McConnell, 31. The 
woman survived the fall. 

A car that police said has 
ties to the McConnell 
home was found in the 
parking lot of a nearby toy 
store. 

RCMP have identified 
the boys as Connor, 3, and 
Jayden, 10 months, and say 
the medical examiner has 
deemed the deaths homi¬ 
cides. 

Police would not release 
the cause of death, or give 
any other information, say¬ 
ing it could jeopardize the 
investigation. 

No one has been arrested 
and no charges have been

Teachers win 
salary boost, 
but minister 
says cash for 
raises scarce 

education Alberta 
teachers have won a major 
victory with an 
arbitrator’s ruling that 
will add roughly $100 mil¬ 
lion to their salary increas¬ 
es over three years. 

But there are already 
rumblings about teacher 
layoffs if the government 
doesn’t give school boards 
enough money to cover 
the wage settlement. 

The ruling appeared to 
take Education Minister 
Dave Hancock by surprise 
and he was not able to 
guarantee any extra mon¬ 
ey for school boards. 

“We don’t agree with 
the result, but the fact is 
we agreed to a process to 
have it arbitrated and the 
decision has been made,” 
Hancock told a news con¬ 
ference yesterday. 

The minister has asked 
school boards to dip into 
their already depleted re¬ 
serve funds to cover this 
year’s $23-million cost of 
the arbitration ruling. But 
he’s offering no guarantee 
that they will get this 
money back. 

The cost of the 
settlement this year may 
end up being “a long-term 
investment” that school 
boards have to make, he 
said. 

“I don’t have the $23 
million in my budget this 
year,” said Hancock. “So 
this is something I’m 
going to have to go to 
Treasury Board with.” 

But the Alberta School 
Boards Association says 
Premier Ed Stelmach 
wrote a letter two years 
ago promising to fully 
fund the cost of a new 
wage formula for teachers. 
They want him to honour 
the deal.

Seats, polls don't match: Mason 


legislature It has been four 
decades since two conserva¬ 
tive political foes have faced 
off like this in the Alberta 
legislature. 

It may still seem like a 
David-versus-Goliath sce¬ 
nario, since the Progressive 
Conservative government 
holds 68 of 83 seats and the 
newly minted Wildrose Al¬ 
liance has just three. 

But the new party had a 
13-point lead in a poll tak¬ 
en just before Christmas 
and appears to have forced 
Premier Ed Stelmach into 
damage-control mode after 
two of his elected mem¬ 
bers crossed the floor earli¬ 
er this year. 


There hasn’t been a simi¬ 
lar scenario since Peter 
Lougheed brought the To¬ 
ries to power in 1971 by 
defeating the long-govern¬ 
ing, right-leaning Social 
Credit Party. 

Stelmach initially tried to 
avoid giving credibility to 
the Wildrose Alliance when 
the party won a byelection 
last year in a Calgary riding 
the Tories had held since 
the 1970s. 

That has changed in the 
lead-up to this session, 
which begins today with a 
speech from the throne. 

While the Wildrose has 
been attracting much at¬ 
tention, the Liberals hold 


Official Opposition status 
in the house with nine 
seats. The New Democrats 
hold two seats behind the 
Wildrose. There is also one 
Independent. 

NDP Leader Brian Mason 
said a long list of unpopular 
moves and policy decisions 
has created a groundswell 
of resentment against the 
Stelmach government. 

“The allocation of seats in 
the legislature no longer 
corresponds to public opin¬ 
ion,” said Mason. “There’s 
real pressure on the govern¬ 
ment to stop wreaking hav¬ 
oc on our health-care sys¬ 
tem and put beds back into 
service.” the Canadian press

Professor says opposition should demand Afghan docs

A top constitutional schol¬ 
ar is urging opposition 
MPs to use the drastic and 
rarely-invoked parliamen¬ 
tary power of censure to 
pry uncensored 
documents on Afghan 
prison abuse out of the 
Harper government’s 
hands. 

Errol Mendes, a law pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
Ottawa, told an ad-hoc 
committee of opposition 
MPs yesterday that the 
government’s refusal to 
hand over the documents 
is unconstitutional and 
“makes a mockery of Par¬ 
liament.” 

He said they have a duty 
to hold the Conservatives 
to account, especially on 
questions as serious as the 


country’s conduct during 
the war. 

The government has re¬ 
fused to turn over defence 
and foreign affairs records 
to the special House of 
Commons committee on 
Afghanistan, saying the 
documents contain sensi¬ 
tive and classified infor¬ 
mation that can’t be 
shared with MPs without 
secret clearance. 

“The core complaint 
that I see that you have is 
that executive is really 


placing itself above Parlia¬ 
ment, Mendes said. “For 
the first time I know in 
Canadian history, the ex¬ 
ecutive is saying we are su¬ 
perior to Parliament.” 

Just before Parliament 
recessed for Christmas, 
the Liberals pushed 
through a motion that 
would have required the 
government to produce 
the records or face a mo¬ 
tion of censure. 

Louis Riel was the last 
MP to face parliamentary 


censure in Canada — well 
over a century ago. 

Riel, the leader of the 
Red River Rebellion by the 
Metis, was called to the 
bar of the Commons for 
his role in the uprising. He 
was expelled from Parlia¬ 
ment on April 16, 1874 
and later hanged for lead¬ 
ing the Northwest Rebel¬ 
lion in 1885.

custom-made furniture, 
cameras and an espresso 
maker in a political scan¬ 
dal that bore some of the 
hallmarks of one that 



rocked Newfoundland and 
Labrador nearly four years 
ago. 

The report left members 
of all three main 
political parties in 
full damage con¬ 
trol mode as they 
attempted to de¬ 
flect uncomfort¬ 
able questions 
about the appro¬ 
priateness of their 
spending habits, 
even though La¬ 
pointe declined to 
name names. 

A spokesman for Dexter, 
who was out of the coun¬ 
try on vacation, said the 
premier wanted it known 
that he was among those 
singled out by Lapointe for 
his spending practices. 


Shawn Fuller said it was 
Dexter who spent $2,150 
on a digital camera and the 
$5,501 Dexter spent was 
for two laptops. 

“The premier does not 
intend to debate whether 
the expenses were reason¬ 
able,” said Fuller. “Rather, 
he simply intends to repay 
them.” 

Lapointe’s report also 
identified several expense 
claims for personal items 
he said were inappropri¬ 
ate, including nearly 
$8,000 for a generator in¬ 
stalled at a legislative 
member’s residence and 
$1,260 for parking lot 
sanding from a company 
owned by a member’s 
brother.

“I can tell you that I in¬ 
tend to have a discussion in 
the very near future with 
the chairman of Rights and 


Democracy in order to get 
this view and his perspec¬ 
tive of things,” Cannon said 
yesterday. “Obviously there 
seems to be a governance 
structure problem here. So 
I’ll be looking at that.” 

But at the same time, 
Cannon sought to distance 
himself from the troubles 
that have raised questions 
about the independent and 
non-partisan mission of the 
agency.

I do 
not intervene in terms of 
the discussions that are 
held at the board level,” he

A ccording to the 
latest cutting- 
edge relationship 
science from the 
University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Berkeley, the key to 
peace, love and happiness 
for couples is using the 
word “we,” instead of divi¬ 
sive singular pronouns like 
“I,” “me” and “you,” which 
may ramp up conflict. 

Psychologists observed 
154 couples in conversa¬ 
tions about relationship 
conflicts and found that 
couples who tended to use 
“we” more also tended to 
have fewer negative emo¬ 
tional and physiological re¬ 
actions over the course of 
the conversation. 


The word seemed to have 
a soothing effect on the 
partners and create a sense 
of togetherness, although 
I’m sure there are context- 
based exceptions (Classics 
like “We need 

«w talk ;” “The word seemed 

We should 


see other peo to have a soothing 
pie,” come to effect on the 

“simple, partners and 

right? create a sense 

Maybe, but Q f togetherness...” 

before you go 
“we, we, we” all the way 
home, let us try to square 
this insight with other re¬ 
search into pronoun choice 
at the University of Texas. 

James Pennebalcer, devel¬ 
oper of language analysis 
software called Linguistic 
Inquiry and Word Count 
(LIWC), has found that 
when people lie, they tend 
to use fewer first-person 
pronouns in order to dis¬ 
tance themselves from the 
bogus statements. By, um, 
replacing “I” with “we,” for 


example. 

So, do these studies, tak¬ 
en together, suggest decep¬ 
tion is the secret to a happy 
relationship? Some of us 
would be more surprised 
than others 
to discover 
that was the 
case. 

Pennebak- 
er and col¬ 
leagues have 
also noted 
that women 
tend to use 
than “I” in 


we more 
everyday speech. This does 
not make women more (or 
less) apt to be lying, of 
course. So, is the message 
to men either that they 
should prevaricate more or 
just be more like women? 
It seems less than helpful, 
either way. 

In the Berkeley study, 
older couples tended to be 
bigger users of “we” than 
middle-aged couples. 
Younger people weren’t 
even studied, and perhaps 


that’s important. After a 
few decades together, a 
couple has more cause to 
see themselves as a “we.” It 
doesn’t necessarily follow, 
however, that simply using 
the word is the way to rack 
up those decades. I’m go¬ 
ing to guess that there’s a 
little more to it than inclu¬ 
sive pronoun use. 

It’s not hard to imagine 
circumstances in which all 
this “we” business could 
cause more trouble than it 
solves. It’s probably a little 
much on the first date, for 
example. 

Beware also the dreaded 
“royal we,” with which a 
dominant partner increas¬ 
ingly presumes to speak 
for the couple. 

And then there’s the flip- 
side of the royal — the pa¬ 
tronizing “diminutive we.” 
Sample usage: “Are we a lit¬ 
tle grumpy today?” Don’t 
do it. I implore you.

Why women's studies programs are needed 



Last week, the National 
Post published an editorial 
in response to reports that 
women’s studies programs 
across Canada are either 
being cut or renamed to 
gender studies. 

The paper revelled in 
this news, taking the op¬ 
portunity to blame these 
university programs and 
its professors for causing 
“untold damage to fami¬ 
lies, our court systems, 
labour laws, constitutional 
freedoms and even the or¬ 
dinary relations between 
men and women.” 

The editorial went on to 
blame feminists for: Hir¬ 


ing quotas, diversity train¬ 
ing, spousal and child sup¬ 
port, higher taxes, univer¬ 
sal daycare, state-run edu¬ 
cation — and for painting 
men as victimizers, thus 
making them the real vic¬ 
tims of feminism. 

The column’s inflamma¬ 
tory charges are evidence 
of why feminism is still 
needed. A more troubling 
concern, however, is how 
its authors used argu¬ 
ments built as sturdily as a 
house of cards. 

Ideologies contentious 
within the feminist com¬ 
munity are cited as widely 
held beliefs — the most 
egregious example is the 
Post’s example of writer 
Andrea Dworlcin, whom it 
says deemed all heterosex¬ 
ual, penetrative sex as op¬ 
pressive. In fact, 
Dworlcin’s theory refers to 
mainstream cultural de¬ 
pictions of sex in which vi¬ 
olence is intrinsic to what 


makes it erotic. That’s a 
big difference. 

This is a failure of jour¬ 
nalistic responsibility to 
its readers. The Post 
wouldn’t dare publish that 
all men are rapists or that 
all Muslims are pants-ex- 
ploding terrorists with 
flimsy proof. Yet, feminists 
can only be as good as 
their worst, most radical 
peers. 

On Tuesday, Post colum¬ 
nist Barbara Kay declared 
feminism to really be 
“about affirmative action 
for girls and women, at 
boys’ and men’s expense,” 
and that “the revolution is 
over. Women won.” 
Women’s studies pro¬ 
grams address not just do¬ 
mestic issues, but the sta¬ 
tus of women around the 
world. Have women really 
won if the most disadvan¬ 
taged ones can’t be guar¬ 
anteed necessities such as 
education, shelter, health 


care or work? 

It’s a terrible myth that 
feminists want to trod all 
over men. As the Post said, 
men, amid divorce and 
more female hires, have 
changing roles to contend 
with. That’s true; men are 
expected to look, act, 
speak, dress and behave a 
certain way — as women 
are, too. 

These studies aren’t dan¬ 
gerous because they aim 
to bring down men, but 
because they encourage re¬ 
flection on the cultural, 
historical, social, econom¬ 
ic and political forces that 
shape our identities. That 
eternal need to under¬ 
stand who we are as indi¬ 
viduals and as a society 
guarantees the need for 
gender studies, no matter 
what name it goes by.

gather the glory from that. 
I think at the same time 
they have failed miserably 
to take action on some¬ 
thing that could represent 


a threat to the Games 
themselves.” 

The Harper government 
has been facing increased 
criticism at home and 
abroad over its environ¬ 
mental policies, as critics 
complain 
that Canada 
isn’t doing 
enough to re¬ 
duce green¬ 
house gas emissions and 
address climate change. 

At last December’s cli¬ 
mate summit in Copen¬ 
hagen, for example, envi¬ 
ronmental groups awarded 
Canada the dubious 
“Colossal Fossil” award 
over its greenhouse gas tar¬ 
gets, and the countiy faced 
criticism from activists and 
developing countries that 
it simply wasn’t doing 
enough to keep emissions 
under control. 

The Olympic report itself 
included a relatively posi¬ 
tive assessment of how lo¬ 
cal Olympic organizers 
have addressed environ¬ 
mental sustainability, 
awarding a symbolic 
bronze medal.

Desperate parents in a

The 10 Baptists, most

from Idaho, were arrested 
last week trying to take 33 
Haitian children across the 
border into the Dominican 
Republic without the re¬ 
quired documents, accord¬ 
ing to Haitian authorities, 
who have accused them of 
child trafficking. The Amer¬ 
icans are to appear today be¬ 
fore a prosecutor who will 
decide whether to file 
charges or release them, 
Communications Minister 
Marie-Laurence Jocelyn 
Lassegue said. 

Standing amid piles of de¬ 
bris that used to be their 


homes and the makeshift 
shelters of tin and plastic 
sheeting that have replaced 
them, the people of Calle- 
bas told how they came to 
surrender their children. 

It all began last week 
when a local orphanage 
worker, fluent in English 
and acting on behalf of the 
Baptists, convened nearly 
the entire village of 500 
people on a dirt soccer field 
to present the Americans’ 
offer. 

Isaac Adrien, 20, told his 


neighbours the missionar¬ 
ies would educate their chil¬ 
dren in the neighbouring 
Dominican Republic, the 
villagers said, adding that 
they were also assured they 
would be free to visit their 
children there. 

Many parents jumped at 
the offer. 

“It’s only because the bus 
was full that more children 
didn’t go,” said Melanie Au¬ 
gustin, a 58-year-old who 
gave her 10-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Jovin, to the Americans. 


Ironically, Augustin had 
adopted Jovin because her 
birth parents couldn’t af¬ 
ford to care for her.

The initial contract pro¬ 
vides for Enbridge to carry 
up to 30,000 barrels per 


day of bitumen from Phase 
1 of Leismer, starting in 
late 2011. 

The four Statoil oilsands 
leases are expected to 
eventually produce 

220,000 barrels per day of 
bitumen. 

The Statoil announce¬ 
ment comes amid “more 
signs that oilsands devel¬ 
opment is back on 
the front burner,” Daniel 
said.

There is chance more 
nations could be added, but 
for that to happen a sled 
that has entered must drop

team Kaillie Humphries 
and Heather Moyse have 
been Canada’s best in bob¬ 
sled this year and are the 
country’s No. 1 hope for a 
medal in the sport at the 
Vancouver Olympics. 

But after that, it’s hard to 
say what’s in store for fel¬ 
low drivers Pierre Lueders, 
Helen Upperton and Lyn¬ 
don Rush when the bob- 
sledders take over the 
Whistler Sliding Centre 
Feb. 20-27. 

The three are still look¬ 
ing for their mojo after a 
World Cup season of mix¬ 
ing and matching that has 
Canada going to the Games 
with veterans driving rook¬ 
ies and rookies driving vet¬ 
erans. 


“The season is definitely 
coming together,” said 
Humphries, the 24-year-old 
former bralceman who de¬ 
cided to take up driving af¬ 
ter she failed to make the 
team in Turin 2006. 

“Heather and I have been 
pushing amazing this year, 
setting start records left, 
right and centre. 

“I know if Heather and I 
can start as fast as possible 
and I can drive down well, 
we’re going to have a great 


race.” 

The pair broke start 
records in six of their seven 
events on the World Cup 
circuit this season and are 
ranked No. 2, behind only 
Sandra Kiriasis of Ger¬ 
many. 

Moyse, from Summer- 
side, P.E.I., is going to her 
second Olympics. The 31- 
year-old drove with Upper- 
ton when they finished 
fourth in Turin, about five- 
one-hundredths (half an 


eye blink) away from a 
bronze medal. 

“I think I’m in the best 
shape I’ve ever been in,” 
said Moyse, adding that 
early season nagging leg in¬ 
juries have healed. 

Lueders, the face of Cana¬ 
dian bobsledding for two 
decades with two Olympic 
medals in his trophy case, 
is going to his fifth Games. 

But the 39-year-old Ed¬ 
monton native is not on a 
roll. 

His team didn’t win any 
medals on the World Cup, 
hitting rock bottom in the 
podium count following 
three consecutive years of 
declining medal finishes. 

He tried numerous 
bralceman combinations 


before settling on CFL run¬ 
ning back Jesse Lumsden 
and track star Neville 
Wright — both from Ed¬ 
monton and both with less 
than a year in the sport — 
to go with Justin Kripps of 
Summerland, B.C. 

All three are going to 
their first Olympics. 

“My entire objective for 
the season was to be pre¬ 
pared for the Olympics and 
that’s the way we’re head¬ 
ed,” said Lueders. 

Besides the crew’s physi¬ 
cal talent, he said, “The 
amount that they want to 
work and learn and try to 
improve from race to race 
and run to run is what’s 
been so refreshing.”

Here’s my wish list, and 
alternatives for those of 
you who, like me, are 
looking for a shot of heat 
during the cold season. 

• Heated floors: Ahhhh. 
Nothing better than step¬ 
ping out of bed onto a 
warmed floor. If a heated 
floor isn’t going to work 
for you, use rugs. 

• Heated towel bars: To 
make towels and clothes 
warm, but also to heat up 
the bathroom so stepping 
out of the shower into 
cool air is not so down¬ 
right unpleasant. If that’s 
not a possibility, you 
could always try the dryer 
(or even a microwave) to 
warm up clothes and tow¬ 
els. 

• Toilet? A heated toilet 
seat is a nice touch. 

• Mm, fire: Fireplaces 
that radiate heat. No re¬ 
placement for that won¬ 
derful winter luxury. 

• Sauna or hot tub: If you 
can’t find these luxuries 
at home, go and take ad¬ 
vantage of one elsewhere, 
such as a fitness centre, 
for example. On a very 
cold day, it may be just 
the thing to warm your 
cockles. 

Of course, there are 
long-term heat and mon¬ 
ey-saving fixes you should 
undertake in your house 
to keep it warmer in the 
winter: 

• Keep the cold out: 

Make sure you have win¬ 
dows that don’t let in the 


Everyday warmth 

• Some easy, everyday ways 
to feel warmer in your 
home: 

• Close off unused rooms 
so more of that valuable 
heat finds its way into the 
space being used by you 
and your family. 

• Use flannel bed linens 
and PJs. 

• Wear loose, layered cloth¬ 
ing in natural fibrers to keep 
warmth close to your body. 

• Take advantage of natural 
sunlight. Allow sun to shine 
into your home on sunny 
still days. 

• During the winter, use a 
door that leads into an en¬ 
closed space like a mud- 
room, rather than a door 
which allows the wind to 
blast into the main part of 
the house. 

• Heavy insulated curtains 
help keep warmth in and 
cold out in the evenings. 

• Cook soups, and other 
warmth-inducing dishes. 

• Engage in physical activity 
to bring on heat. If you do 
sedentary activity in your 
house (such as Internet surf¬ 
ing or knitting) take active 
breaks to warm up. 

• If you are not active, use a 
throw, a shawl or an extra 
sweater. A heating pad to 
sit on feels heavenly on a 
bitter day. 

cold. Just hold your hand, 
palm side facing the win¬ 
dow, and check for drafts. 
If you find them, caulk or 
cover over with a tempo¬ 
rary clear plastic coating 
(kits available in most 
hardware stores). 

•Ditto for doors: Use 
weatherstripping and a 
door sweep on external 
doors or doors that lead 
out to an unheated space, 
like a garage. 

• And walls: You’ll want 
exterior walls that don’t 
allow cold air to enter. 
This means replacing 
missing mortar on brick 
walls or caulking exterior 
cladding to seal all places 
where cold can enter. 
Replacing old attic insula¬ 
tion can do wonders, 
and putting more in the 
walls of old houses (if you 
can) makes a big differ¬ 
ence. 

• Check on the furnace: A 

furnace and heating sys¬ 
tem that is working effi¬ 
ciently and effectively. 
Call a furnace or heating 
specialist to check on 
this.

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Buh-bye old Bryant Park 

A look at the often prickly relationship between New York's 
fashion industry and its soon to be former headquarters

This season is New York 
Fashion Week’s last in the 
iconic white tents at mid¬ 
town’s Bryant Park. 

But what has Fashion 
Week meant for Bryant 
Park? Nostalgic reflections 
from Anna Wintour, Patri¬ 
cia Field and many more 
will plaster the Bryant Park 
Tents for the grand 
farewell before next sea¬ 
son’s move to the Lincoln 
Center performing arts 
complex. 

It started as a symbiotic 
relationship in 1993. “Our 
mission was to organize, 
modernize and centralize,” 
says Fern Mallis, Fashion 
Week’s mastermind, of the 
Council of Fashion Design¬ 
ers of America’s decision to 
move the catwalks. At the 
time, the shows were 
known as “Market Week.” 
They were haphazard and 
sometimes hazardous — a 
piece of the ceiling fell dur¬ 
ing a Michael Kors show. 
Before Fashion Week, “no¬ 
body thought New York 
had designers that were 
creative,” Mallis says. 

Bryant Park was under¬ 
going its own renaissance, 
shedding its nickname 
“Needle Park” for the drug 
dealers, prostitutes and the 
homeless who had taken 
residence there since the 
1970s. “But we weren’t 
glamorous,” notes Bryant 
Park Corporation president 
Dan Biederman. “They 
brought us glamour.” 

Bringing the white tents

to the eight-acre green 
space in Midtown Manhat¬ 
tan provided a big 
boost to American 
designers. It gave 
them the creative 
recognition that 
made it possible, 
on a certain level, 
for homegrown de¬ 
signers like Kors and 
Marc Jacobs to capture 
the attention of major 
French fashion houses (Ce¬ 
line and Louis Vuitton re¬ 
spectively). 

But as the park’s name 
became synonymous with 
Fashion Week, the Bryant 
Park Corporation began to 
sour on the event. And 
what was an important 
move for Fashion Week — 
changing its schedule to 
run ahead of London and 



Paris shows — turned out 
to hurt Bryant Park. In¬ 
stead of running at 
the chillier end of 
autumn as they 
had for the first 
several years, 
the shows took 
prime lawn 
space away from 
lunchtime workers 
returning to their of¬ 
fices after Labor Day vaca¬ 
tion. The February shows 
posed problems when the 
park got a skating rink. 

“We won’t miss the 
complaints,” Biederman 


says. “People called us crass 
and commercial because it 
was an invitation-only 
event in a public park,” he 
adds. In fact, he says it was 
his organization that 
helped event organizers 
from IMG find the Lincoln 
Center spot. 

Bryant Park will likely 
miss the seven figure fee 
Fashion Week paid to use 
it, but Mallis — who had 
searched every pier and 
empty lot in New York City 
before agreeing to Lincoln 
Center — believes the busi¬ 
nesses in the area may miss 


the hundreds of models, 
stars, stylists, editors and 
writers who buy their 
lattes nearby. 

“It’s a bittersweet mo¬ 
ment,” Steven Kolb, execu¬ 
tive director of the CFDA 
says. He adds, “Bryant Park 
became symbolic. If you’re 
a young designer and want 
to make it in fashion, you 
dream of Bryant Park. But 
at the same time change is 
good. Knowing that design¬ 
ers are creative people, I 
can’t imagine they would¬ 
n’t tap into the arts at Lin¬ 
coln Center.” 


Timeline 


A brief look at New York 
Fashion Week history: 

► 1991 : Debris falls during 
Michael Kors’ show in a loft, 
hitting fashion writer Suzy 
Menkes on the head. 

► 1993 : The CFDA launches 
“7th on Sixth,” bringing 
white tents to Bryant Park 
and creating Fashion Week 
as we now know it. 

1998: Fashion Week is 
brought forward to early 
February. 

2001: IMG, a sports and en¬ 
tertainment marketing 
management firm, takes 
over Fashion Week by pur¬ 
chasing 7th on Sixth from 
the CFDA along with its ex¬ 
ecutive director Fern Mallis. 
2006: Fights between Fash¬ 
ion Week and Bryant Park 
continue. The Bryant Park 
Corporation wants Fashion 
Week out so that they can 
operate their skating rink in 
the winter. New York City 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
intervenes at the behest of 
Anna Wintour. 

2009: Mayor Bloomberg 
announces that Fashion 
Week will have a new home 
at Lincoln Center. The space 
will expand from 70,000 
square feet to 87,000 square 
feet.

They may have had their

“Me and my Chuck Tay¬ 
lors with holes in them 
aren’t gonna fare well up 
there,” jokes bassist Nikki 
Sixx about the band’s 
forthcoming cross-Canada 
Dead Of Winter Tour. 

“We think the title is 
funny. We were talking 
about going up there be¬ 
cause we love Canada. 
Someone said, ‘Yeah, right 
in the dead of winter.’ 
There you go! That’s the 
name of the tour!” 

Despite decades of por¬ 
trayal as a gruff, leather- 
clad naughty boy, Sixx is 
quite the charmer. Out to 
ensure this tour is packed 
to the rafters, he wisely ad¬ 
dresses Canada’s inherent 
identity crisis with careful¬ 
ly chosen words. 

Discussing why Motley 
Criie (completed by gui¬ 
tarist Mick Mars, singer 
Vince Neil and drummer 
Tommy Lee) would bother 
to cross our country at the 
worst possible time, he 
pours it on thicker than 
molasses in, well, January. 

“Canadian fans have 
been our best fans, influen¬ 
tial worldwide about peo¬ 
ple being aware of the res¬ 
urrection of Motley Criie all 
the way back to 2004. Even 
in the old days, you were 
instrumental in writing fan 
mail, calling radio stations 
and getting our name out 
there.” 

Speaking of dedication, 
Sixx is quick to point out 
that despite The Criie’s 
raucous image and well- 
documented in-fighting 
that has resulted in many 
break-ups and solitary de-

partures (via their shock¬ 
ing 2001 biography The 
Dirt), the Dead Of Winter 
Tour finds one of 
modern rock’s 
most deca¬ 
dent, debauch- 
erous and dys¬ 
functional 
bands surpris¬ 
ingly co- 

pacetic. 

“We were 
just in re¬ 
hearsals. Every¬ 
one pulls up, 
hugs each other 
and someone 

asks what to start 
with. ‘How about, 

Doctor Feelgood?’ 

‘Ole, then we’ll 
end with Shout At 
The Devil.’ We run 
through 20 songs, 
sit down and have 
a laugh, then we 
go home. That’s 
it? That’s all the 
drama? The drama 
lives in fable; in 
books and in folk¬ 
lore. 

“We have our ups 
and downs but we 
love each other,” he 
continues. “It took 
time (because) 
you’re in a mar¬ 
riage.

815, and despite several 
moments of troubling tur¬ 
bulence, soon enough all 
seems well. 


“Looks like we made it,” 
Jack says to a fellow pas¬ 
senger as the flight 
smooths out. 


Was this a replay of the 
original flight, just before 
the plane was pulled apart 
by electromagnetic energy 
and crashed in the series 
premiere? 

Maybe Jack’s grand plan 
to prevent the crash didn’t 
work. 

Or maybe it did. 

Then the action 
shifts to the is¬ 
land and the 
construction 
site of the 
Swan station, 
where the nu¬ 
clear bomb 
had been deto¬ 
nated to cap the 
deep pocket of 
electromagnetic forces.

1 tsp extra virgin olive oil 
1 pound boneless, skinless 
chicken thighs quartered 
3/4 cup thinly sliced 
carrots 

1/4 cup chopped red pep¬ 
per 

3/4 cup orange juice 

1 tbsp brown sugar 

2 tsp balsamic vinegar 
2 Tsp hoisin sauce 
salt & pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Stir water into 
cornstarch in small cup. 
Set aside. 

2. Heat large frying pan or 
wok on medium-high un¬ 
til very hot. Add cooking 
oil. Add chicken. Stir-fry 
for about 5 minutes until 


browned. Add carrots and 
peppers. 

3. Combine orange juice, 
brown sugar, balsamic, 
hoisin sauce and salt and 
pepper in a small bowl.
